UNO’s student senate proposed a special meeting with the 
student scnates of two other schools i in tho University of 
Nebraska system. 


The mecting, tentatively sctforNov. 26, would involve the . 


student scnates from UNO, the University of Nebraska at 
Kearney (UNK) and the University of Nebraska Medical 
Center (UNMC). The meeting would be held in the Student 
Union at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln (UNI). 

The meeting would not only provide a general discussion 


of issues concerning the universities, but also provide a. 


symbolic gesture. 

“Tt's an excellent subtle message to Lincoln,” said Mark 
Vancvenhoven, director of the Council for Community and 
Legislative Relations (CCLR), who presented the proposal at 
last Thursday’s senate meeting. 

“It’s a show of unity among the three schools,” Senate 
Speaker Andria Paimesano said, 

Vanevenhoven’s proposal stipulated no formal invitation 
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be extended to the UNL Student Senate, although he said 
UNL scnate members could attend if they wanted to. 

The proposal was tabled until the next senate mecting 
Nov. 7, the first mecting following the student senate clec- 
tions, The senators tabled the UNL mecting so new senate 
members can offer their input to the proposal. 

During the mecting,. senators expressed concern about 
what they perccive to be a lack of respect from the | UNL 
senate, 

At issue isa recent UNO proposal to join the Associated 
Students of the University of Nebraska {ASUN), the official 
namo of UNL's senate. 

“We want membership in that organization,” Palmesano 
said, “Ifnot, then we'll lobby foranamechange.

Budget confusion no more 
Dear Editor: 

lam a new professor at UNO. I have read and listened to 
numerous accounts of budget difficultics, particularly the infa- 
mous2percentcutthelegislaurcimposcduponusrcecntly. Thave 
alsohcard of the 9 percenttuition increase, the6.5 percentincrease 
in faculty salarics and the 4 percent increase in staff salaries, 

But somchow all these numbers didn’t make senso—they 

didn’t balance out. 

So Tasked the chancellor’s office to provide me with a copy 
of UNO’s budget sheets so 1 could relicve my confused mind, I 
would now like to share the information I received with the 


university at largo. 

The university gcts support from four primary sources: state 
funds, tuition support, federal funds, and what is known as 
revolving funds, which includes moneys collected for specific 
services such as fab or library fees. 

The total overall support from all sources for the 1991-92 
school year is $90.1 million. A 6.7 percent increase from the 
$84.5 million received fast year. Tuition supportamounts to$18 
million, an increase of 9.2 percent. Total nonesiate aided funds 
amount to $28.4 million, up 7.7 percent, and state appropriated 
support amounts to $37 million, up 3.6 percent. Miscellancous 
sources account for the balance of the $90.1 million, 

What about the 2 percent cut? 

Thatcamoaboutbecauscthelegislaturereduced the requested 
increase in our budget by $677,748 so the incrcasc was only 3.6 
percent rather than S.5 percent, Hence, a 2 percent (actually 1.9 
percent) cut. 

The overall budget still went up 6.7 percent, As a final note, 

itscems lo me the university is doing quite well, 
. tsoperating budgetis growing fasterthen theratc of inflation 
andtiew programsarebeing added. Ifsomeestablished programs 
arcbeingcut,itisn’ tfromatackofmoncy butfrom arcallocation 
of resources, 

Whether thisreallocation isgoodorbad.willnotbeconsidered 
here, but! will say fam happy theuniversity soughttoexpandils 
materials science program since that is why f was hired. 

If in tho future my position is cut as a result of the judicious 
reallocation of some future resources, I will probably be sad- 
dened, though understanding, for that is the way of the world,

Holycross, working on his master’s thesis in 
behavioral ecology, camped out near the prairie 
dog town from May through September to study 
the prairic rattlesnake up close, 

“Pm especially interested in mating systems 
and how differences in resource availability in 
the environmentshape mating systems,” hesaid, 
Originally, he had intended to test some hypoth 
eses concerming prey distribution on activity 
patternsofsnakes, Abroken! leg interrupted that 
patofhisrescarch, 

“Whatl ended up doingisanatural history or 
autocology of the prairic rattlesnake,” he said. 
His research included clements such as types of 


snake he was able to track demonstrated the 
snakes’ growth palicms, : 

“A baby bom last fall was caught this spring 
when it was coming out of hibemation and it 
weighed 21 grams, They normally weigh about 
12 grams at birth (which occurs in carly to late 
September),” he said, When he caughtihe same 
snake this fall, it weighed 226 grams and mea- 
sured 71 ccntimeters in Iength, compared to a

Some hunters kill over 100 snakes on their 
own, Holycross said, 

“One mancan wipe outa rattlesnake popula- 
tion, or halve it, in one day,” he said, 

“Pdliketoscethem listedasa gamespecics,” 
he said, This would include licensing of hunters 
andalimitastohow many snakes onc huntercan 
kill,hosaid, 

Holycrosssaid he hopes hisrescarch canIcad 
toa better understanding of rauilesnakes, as well 
asthonced for their preservation, © 

“T think ratWesnakes are beneficial members 
of thcirecosystcm. Withoutratilesnakes, you're 
removing an important predator, and it will have 
an effect on their prey,” he said; 

“They're not a pest species, and they’re not 
dangerous if you know how to behave,” he said, 

“T think that both the disposition of ratile- 
snakes and the effect of a rattlesnake bite are 
vastly overrated or¢xaggcrated, They don’tscck 
out humans to bite them, The first defense of 
rattlesnakes is to lic completcly still. You're a 
predator and they know disturbing you makes it 
more possible they will dic,” 

“You really have to aggravate them,” 
Holyeross said. If threatened, the prairie rattle. 
snake will mise up the frontofitsbody andrattle 
its tail, he said, “From that position, tiey can 
suike, They don't bite, they ccna thrust the 
fangs into the flesh.” 

Holycross said if somcone were to be bitten 
by a rattlesnake, the best action is to get toa 
hospitalimmediately, “Ifahealthyadultisbitten 
by a rattlesnake and gets toa hospital promptly, 
there peeby will beno permanent problems,” 
he said, “Even without anti-venom, chances of 
death are minimal,” 

“More people dic from boostings than rattle- 
snake bites,"hesaid, 

Unfortunately, Holycross speaks from expe- 
ticnce, A snake bit his finger while he studied it 
in the lab at his campsite, .. 

Holycrossgotioa hospital withinanhourand 
was released 24 hours later, He said he feltno 
pain, just a numbness similar to the feeling of 
Novocain, 

Holycross, who recelved his bachelorof sci. 
ences degree in biology from UNO, plans to 
graduate with his master’s in May 1992, 

“Tplan to geta Ph.D, in Zoology andeventu- 
ally I'd like to tach college and design and

Statistically, UNO appeared to be the underdog going into 
last Saturday night’s contest with Northern Colorado. The 
Bears were undefeated and canked third in Division 1. The 
Mavericks were 3-3 and on a two-game skid. 

Someone forgot to tell the Mavericks they were the undcr- 
dogs, 

The UNO football tam, dominating the Bears in every 
phase of the game, pulled off one of the biggest upsets in 
Division If thisscason by defeating Northern Colorado 13-7 in 
front of 2,100 fans at Caniglia Field, . 

“Ourkidsfeltwematchedup well withNorthern Colorado,” 
said Maverick Head Coach Tom Mucller. 

“Wedidn’tdoany hittin ginpractice to be sure that we were 
healthy forthe game, Ouroffense worked on getting offthoball 
faster, and they did that during the game,” he said. 

“We went outwith the attitude that we had nothing to lose,” 
said Mav quarterback Paul Cech. “We knew that we were still 
a good football team, and if we played with some enthusiasm, 
we could beat them.” ; 

UNOopened the scoring late in the firstquarter when Cech, 
returning just two weeks after separating his shoulder against 
South Daketa State, hit freshman wide receiver Shon Mitchell 
on a 45-yard strike down the right sideline for a touchdown. 
Place-kicker Brian Ruch booted inthe extrapoint,and UNO led 
7-0 with just under two minutes left in the first quarter, 

Neither team could score in the second period, and the score 
remained 7-0 at halftime. 

“We felt pretty good at haiftime,” Muelier said. 

“Offensively, we made some mental mistakes in the first 
half that didn’t allow us to score some points,” he said. 

“We wanted the kids not to worry so much about making 
mistakes, but to just kecp playing hard.” 

“We felt pretty confident at halftime, and we kept the same 
game plan for the second half,” Cech said, “Our offense was 
moving the ball, and the defense was playing well, so we didn’t 
think we needed to make many changes.” 

UNO went to its power game in the third quarter. 

The Mavericks, after recovering a Bear fumble, drove 36 
yards in five plays as Abel Fernandez earricd four consecitive 
times and scored from four yards out to give the Mavericks a 
13-0 lead with nine minutes left in the third quarter. 

The Bears got a big break early in the fourth quarter, and 
made the most of it, 
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Mav defensive back Rodney Bradley was called forrunning 
intothe punter while trying to blocka Norther Colorado punt, 
The penalty gave Norther Colorado the ball back at theirown 
42-yard line, 

Two plays later, Bear quarterback V.J. Lechman hitsplitend 
Joel Horn on a 58-yard touchdown pass, cutting the Mavericks 
lead to 13-7 withmore than twelve minutes leftto gointhegame, 

“Wedidn’t get wortied when they scored because we knew 
Northem Colorado had a high-powered offense that was ca- 
pable of scoring quickly,” said Mueller. “We had to just 
concentrateon keeping the ballaway from theiroffense. Forthe 
game, weending uprunning 19morcplaysonoffense thanthey 
did.”

“Even though they scored, we stifl felt we were in control,” 
Cech said. “They still hadn’t proven themselves because that 
one big play was all their offense had generated all night.” 

The Bears became their own worstencmy down thestretch, 
losing three tumovers in the fast eight minutes of the game. 
Northern Colorado’s John Rison fumbled a punt, and Mav 
defensive tackle Paul Storbeck recovered at the Bear S-yard 
fine, 

The Mavericks cameawayemply, though. Threerunsupthe 
middle produced only three yards, and Ruch missed a 19-yard 
field goal, 

With just under tiree minutes left, Lechman hit Bear wide 
receiver Danny Clay for a 26-yard gain, but Clay fumbled the 
bail and Mav defensive back Mark Mattingly recovered near 
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midficld tokill the drive. 

The Bears got onc more shot with less than a minute to go 
inthe game, buta desperation pass by Lechman wasinterccpted 
by UNO's Rodney Bradley in the final seconds to preserve the 
win for the Mavericks, 

“Toplay that wellagainst that good ofatcam wasdefinitely 
a big confidence booster,” Cech said, “We really needed it to 
get back on the winning track,” 

“Anytime you havea bunch of individuals working as hard 
asthese guys have, givinga good effortagainst good tcams, you 
don’tfecl quite so badif'youlose,” said Mueller.“Butyoucan’t 
goon forever with just givinga good effort. Wefeltall year that 
we'veplaycd well against good teams, butyou’vegotto beable 

to beat those good teams, 100, because people look at you and 
measure your success in terms of a win-loss record.” 

The offensivesiatistics showed the Mavs did more than just 
play well against the Bears, 

UNO beat Northern Colorado in first downs (21-10), rush- 
ing yards (199-86), passing yards (161-154), and time of 
possession (33 minutes to27 minutes), 

The only statistic Northern Colorado beat the Mavericksi in 
was tumovers (4-1), 

While Mucllerand Cechagreed the Mavsdidn’tneed much 
motivation to get ready for Northern Colorado, several factors 
did help them prepare, 

“Anytime you gct to play anationally-ranked team on your 
home ficld, i’sexciting. That in itselfisa motivational factor,” 
said Mueller. 

“Also, before the game, Roy Napora gavea good speech to 
the team about how they hadn’t been playing as crazy as they 
hadbecncarlyon,andhe wassight. Thatkindof woke the guys 
up,” he said, 

Napora, @ senior running back from Papillion, suffered a 
scason-cnding knee injury in preseason play. 

“The Gateway predictions about the game were another 
factor,” said Cech. “Some of the guys were talking about it 
before the game,and wecouldn’tbelicve we were picked to get 
beat so bad,” 

Friday’s cdition of the Gateway, Turf Talk prognosticator 
Chad Crouch picked Northern Colorado to beat UNO by a 
score of 35-7, and Duelling Sages columnist Patrick Runge 
picked the Bears to beat the Mavericks 55-7. 

The 4-3 Mavericks will try to keep the home fires burning 
this weekend as 2-5 Morningside visits Al Canigtia Ficld on 
Saturday at 7:30 p.m.

AtGame Ono of the World Serics in Min- 
nesola Saturday, about 300 people protested 
the presence of the Atlanta Braves. Specifi- 
cally, they claimed the nickname Braves was 
a racist stercolype of Native Americans. To 
make their point, ons of the signs read: 

“Now York Negrocs; 

Miami Jews; 

San Diego Caucasians; 

Now you know how we feell” 

Thismovemcentisnotancwone. Forsome 
time now, a number of Native American 
groups have been attempting to have tcams 
with“Indian"-motifnicknameschangethem. 
These nicknames, claim the groups, perpetu- 
atencgative stcrcotypesaboutNative Ameri- 
cans, 

They have a very good point, There are a 
number of teams whose nicknames could 
very well be interpreted as demeaning to 
Native Americans, Like the Washington 
Redskins. Or the St, John’s Redmen. 

It is not unheard of for teams to change 
theirnicknamesforsucharecason. Intheearly 


*80s, one of the Eastem colleges (not St.” 


John’s)changedtheirname from theRedmen 
to the Minutemen after they were asked by 
Native American groups to change it. And, 
right here at home in the carly ‘70s, UNO 
agreed to change their nickname from the 
Indians to the Mavericks outefrespect forthe 
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Native Americans, 
Lalwaysknew UNO was ahicad of its time, 
But, as with most discussions about racial 

issues, this is going beyond reasonable, ratio- 

nal thought. These Native American groups 
want to remove references to Native Amcri- 
cans in all tcam nicknames.
